It  is  In¬ 
deed  true,  that  for  a  long  period  in  the  Jew- 
ahhrtory.no  mention  is  made  of  the  sabbath, 
go  it  is  in  regard  to  “circumcision,  the  sign 
of  god’s  covenant,  with  Abraham,  which  Was, 
beyond  all  question,  punctually  observed  by 
the  Israelites;  yet  from  their  settlement  in 
Caaaan,  no  particular  instance  is  recorded  of 
it  till  the  circumcision  of  Christ,  a  period  of 
shout  fifteen  hundred  years.”  Indeed  no  per¬ 
son  of  any  reputation  for  moral  character  and 
competent  intellect  and  learning  to  investigate 
the  question  has  ever  denied  that  a  devout 
and  holy  observance  of  the  sabbath  was  en¬ 
joined  upon  the  Jews;  but  some  have  denied 
the  universality  and  perpetuity  of  its  obliga¬ 
tion;  have  restricted  its  authorative  and  bind¬ 
ing  effect  to  the  Hebrew  nation,  and  insisted 
that  its  extinction  went  with  the  abi  ogatiou  of  I 
the  ceremonial  law.  But,  it  would  seem, 
that  the  falsity  of  such  a  proposition  is  most 
perfectly  evinced  by  the  recognition  of  the 
sabbathin  the  decalogue  and  its  sacred  obser¬ 
vation  most  Solemnly  commanded.  Exodus 
40th  chap.,  8,  9, 10,  11th  verses.  “Remember 
the  sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy,  (not  a  part  of 
it.)  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor  and  do  all  thy  | 
work,  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of 
the  Lord  thy  God,  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any 
work,thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter, 
thy  man  servant,  nor  thy  maid  servant,  nor 
thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger,  that  is  within  tl5£ 
gates.  For  in  six  days,  the  Lord  made  Heaven 
and  Earth,  the  sea  and  all  that  in  them  is  and  ' 
tested  the  seventh  day,  wherefore  the  Lord, 
blessed  the  sabbath  day  and  hallowed  it.”— 
The  other  parts  of  the  decalogue,  the  nine 
commandments,  are  admitted  by  all,  who  ac¬ 
knowledge  the  inspiration  of  the  scriptures,  to 
be  addressed  to  the  whole  human  family,  to 
whom  a  knowledge  of  them  may  come,  and 
to  be  pf  perpetual  and  universal  obligation. — 
They  have  never  been  abrogated .  The  above 
admission  is  founded  upon  the  nature  of  the 
commands  themselves,  as  well  as  upon  the 
munition  of  them  by  Jesus  Christ.  It  is 
pte  impossible  to  conceive  what  distinction

thy  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  thine  own 
words;  then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  the 
Lord,  and  1  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the 
high  places  of  the  earth  and  feed  thee  with  the 
heritage  of  Jacob,  thy  father,  for  the  mouth  of 
the  Lord  hath  spoken  it,”  A  commentator 
upon  the  first  quoted  passage  remarks,  “ three 
things,  it  is  perfectly  clear,  are  here  condemn¬ 
ed  by  the  prophet.  Of  these,  the  first,  doing 
their  own  ways,  means  the  refraining  from  the 
usual  business  or  Way  of  life;  finding  their 
own  pleasure  denotes,  pursuing  one’s  ov 
will,  pleasure  or  inclination  in  opposition 
the  commands  of  God;  speaking  their  ov 
words,  means  speaking  vain,  unprofitable 
injurious  words.” 

No  one  can  give  to  the  above  quoted  passa¬ 
ges  of  scripture,  serious  consideration,  with¬ 
out  a  perfect  conviction,  that  God  invested  the 
Jewish  Sabbath  with  a  peculiar  sanctity  and 
profanation  with  signal  displear 


Upon  the  introduction  of  Christianity  the 
sabbath  was  changed  from  the  seventh  to 
the  first  day  of  the  week.  This  alteration  of 
the  day  was  not  effected  by  a  positive 
mand.  But  it  originated  in  the  highest  and 
best  of  reasons,  and  has  been  observed  and 
hallowed  by  the  affections,  the  prayers,  and 
the  religious  exercises  of  Christians  for  more 
than  eighteen  hundred  years.  It  was  a  happy 
adaptation  of  holy  time  to  the  mild  and  be¬ 
nignant  character  of  the  new  dispensation. — 
The  substitution  of  the  first  for  the  seventh 
day,  did  not,  in  the  slightest  degree,  change 
the  nature,  objects  and  advantages  of  the  sab¬ 
bath,  which  the  original  institution  comprised. 
It  produced  no  abatement  of  its  primitive 
sanctity.  It  abridged  no  portion  of  its  holy 
hours.  It  was,  in  the  beginning,  an  appro¬ 
priation  by  God  of  a  seventh  part  of  time,  to 
a  commemoration  of  creative  power,  wisdom 
and  goodness;  and  as  a  season  of  abstinence 
from  secular  employment  and  activities;  to 
the  culture  of  divine  knowledge  aud  growth  in 
grace;  preparation  for  the  service  of  God  and 
the  duties  of  life.  It  was  an  original  reserva- 
himself  of  one  seventh  of  time,  upon 
which  He  impressed  the  seal  of  sanctification 
as  a  mark  indicative  of  his  own  peculiar  pro¬ 
prietorship,  and  prescribed  the  uses  to  which 
He  was  graciously  pleased  to  permit  man  to 
apply  it.  Hence  the  Saviour  has  declared  that 
the  sabbath  was  made  for  man;  a  truth  most 
significant  and  momentous.  But  the  Christian 
sabbath  has  been  crowned  with  a  more  re¬ 
splendent  glory,  more  exquisite  lovelinessaud 
beauty,  a  more  heavenly  sanctity,  a  milder 
blessedness.  It  combines  in  sweet  and  holy 
union,  the  two-fold  commemoration  of  the 
display  of  the  divine  perfections  in  creation; 
and  the  pledge  of  the  believer’s  immortality, 
by  the  resurrection  of  the  Lord  of  life  and 
glory,  the  immaculate  son  of  God.  It  com¬ 
presses  into  its  sacred  hours,  the  hallowed  in¬ 
strumentalities  of  redeeming  love,  and  the 
exuberant  benignities  and  aliments  of  the  joy, 
peace  and  blessedness  of  Heaven.  Christ  im- 
larted  to  it  peculiar  sanctity  and  honor,  by 
lis  conquest  over  the  King  of  Terrors;  dis- 
ilaying  the  rich  trophies  of  a  peculiar  sacri¬ 
fice;  opening  the  portals  of  the  heavenly  para¬ 
dise;  and  exhibiting  to  his  followers  titles  to 
an  inheritance  that  fadeth  not  away  in  the 
region  of  the  blessed. 

In  honor  of  the  first  day  of  the  week,  the 
Christian  sabbath,  Christ  showed  himself 
e  to  his  diseiples  assembled  for  religious 
ship;  bestowed  his  peaceful  benediction; 
•ucted  them  in  his  doctrines,  and  by  a  sym¬ 
bolical  action  of  breathing  upon  them,  con¬ 
firmed  the  promise  that  they  should  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost.  God  has  blessed  this  day 
by  more  abundant  and  richer  communications 
of  his  grace  in  the  conversion  of  sinners — in 
the  fuller  and  sweeter  manifestation  of  his 
the  children  of  his  love,  and  in  the 

_ nd  more  delightful  communion  of  the 

saiuts  with  the  father  of  mweies.  All  the 
touching  and  endearing  associations  which 
mingle  and  centre  in  the  love  of  Christ,  in  his 
precious  blood  in  cleansing  from  all  iniquity; 
in  his  prevailing  intercessions  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  majesty  on  high;  in  his  gracious 
presence,  succor,  guidance  and  protection  to 
believers  amidst  all  their  trials,  temptations, 
conflicts,  sorrows  and  discouragements  in  this 
life;  in  his  blissful  promises  of  Support  in  the 
hour  of  death;  of'a  glorious  resurrection;  of 
eternal  life  in  his  kingdom  before  the  throne 
of  God — these  put  forth  their  greatest  pow- 
:r,  to  awaken,  purify,  enlarge  and  exalt  the 
piritual  affections  and  holy  susceptibilities  of  I 
the  pious  heart,  on  this  holy  day.  It  is  natu¬ 
ral  to  the  feelings  of  a  grateful  piety  to  regard 
with  something  more  than  ordinary  venera¬ 
tion,  the  day  on  which  our  Lord  consummated 
the  redemption  of  the  world.  An  event  which 
will  forever  excite  the  wonder  and  admiration, 
the  praise  and  thanksgiving  of  intelligent  be¬ 
ings  and  ransomed  spirits.  The  keeping  holy 
the  day  on  which  our  Saviour  rpse  from  the 
grave,  is  productive  of  the  most  exalted  asso¬ 
ciations,  and  forms  a  commemoration  at  once 
devout  and  delightful  of  the  most  stupendous 
event  that  was  ever  presented  to  the  admira¬ 
tion  and  gratitude  of  mankind.  It  is  a  day

He  has 
commanded  every  seventh  day  to  be  kept 
holy.  Let  us  not  then  by  a  desecration  of  it, 
subject  ourselves  to  the  severity  of  his  ven¬ 
geance.  Oh !  let  us  from  this  moment,  re¬ 
solve  to  make  the  Christian  sabbath  a  day  of 
heavenly  rest  and  refreshment — a  day  of  ex¬ 
alted  piety — a  day  of  holy  preparation  for  the 
dread  tribunal,  before  which  we  must  all 
stand.  It  is  no  harsh  prescription  to  dedicate 
one  day  in  the  week  to  Him  in  whom  we  live 
and  move,  and  from  whom  we  have  our  being.

Some  root  of 
bitterness  must  be  there,  some  leaven  of  ini¬ 
quity.  Let  no  chilling  indifference,  therefore, 
no  specious  sophistry,  no  example,  however 
prevalent,  induce  us  to  profane  or  disregard 
the  Christian  sabbath.  Every  trespass  against 
its  external  and  visible  solemnity,  breaks  down 
the  barrier,  by  which  it  is  separated  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  religion,  and  thereby  diminishes  the 
reverence  of  religion  itself,  so  far  as  the  effect 
of  the  example  reaches.  It  is  very  important 
to  the  interests  of  true  religion  to  preserve  the 
separation  between  sacred  and  common  days; 
and  every  consciencious  person  will  abstain 
from  certain  things,  in  themselves  perhaps  in¬ 
different,  in  order  to  mark  the. distinction  the 
more  strongly.

church  of  Christ,  whose  authority  must  com¬ 
mand  our  reverence  and  respect.  The  multi¬ 
plied  advantages  civil  and  religious  of  the 
weekly  festival,  must  secure  to  it  the  favor  of 
every  moral  aud  humane  man;  while  those 
who  open  their  eyes  to  the  light  of  celestial 
truth  must  regard  its  devout  observance  as  the 
mandate  of  heaven.

Importance  of  Righteous  Rulers. 


D.  THURSTON. 


The  following  are  some  pf  the  many  con¬ 
siderations  suited  to  impress  on  the  mind  the 
vast  importance  of  this  subject. 

1.  By  clothing  the  righteous  with  authority 
men  show  their  regard  to  moral  worth.  Ru¬ 
lers  chosen  by  the  people,  represent  the  mor¬ 
al  and  religious  character  of  the  people.  If 
they  give  authority  to  some  righteous  and  to 
some  unrighteous  inen,  they  say  they  care 
very  little  about  the  religious  character  of 
their  rulers.  If  they  make  little  or  no  dis¬ 
crimination',  but  elevate  the  unprincipled  and 

ligious,  they  exhibit  a  deplorably  corrupt 
e  of  the  community.  A  ruler  has  more 
ver  to  do  good  or  to  do  evil,  than  a  private 
citizen.  The  force  with  which  he  operates 
is  mighty.  His  example  has  great  weight,  to 
eiicourage  and  strengthen  the  virtuous. — 
“They  that  forsake  the  law  praise  the  wick¬ 
ed;  but  such  as  keep  the  law  contend  with 
them.  I’rov.  28,  4.  This  is.  true,  ordinarily, 
in  exact  proportion  to  the  elevation  to  which 
an  individual  is  raised. 

2.  To  give  the  righteous  authority  so  as  to 
prevent  the  wicked  from  bearing  rule,  would 
afford  the  greatest  security  and  prosperity  to 
our  country.  Our  country  is  in  danger. — 
The  freedom  of  our  elections,  the  Ireedom  of 
our  schools  and  literary  institutions,  the 
freedom  of-the  press,  the  freedom  with  which 
we  assemble  to  worship  God;  indeed,  the 
whole  of  our  free  institutions,  all  our  volun¬ 
tary  associations,  are  in  danger.  They  are 
in  danger  from  the  general  corruption  of  mor¬ 
als,  from  political  intrigue,  and  from  popery. 
This  appears  from  the  fact,  that  there  is  not 
active  virtue  enough  in  the  cornntiunity  to  se¬ 
cure  the  election  of  the  right'eous.  Our  dan¬ 
ger  from  the  influx  of  fore-gn  emigrants,  con¬ 
nected  with  the  papal  church,  is  glaring  and 
imminent.  That  churoh  is  the  same  now 
which  it  was  in  the  days  of  Luther  and  of  | 
John  Rogers,  it  has  the  same  principles, the 
same  spirit.  In  our  country,  it  exists  under 
many  restraints.  She  boasts  that  she  has  not 
changed.  She  claims  infallibility;  and  can¬ 
not  alter.  Men  belonging  to  it  may  change. 
But  'then  they  leave  it.  Hostile  to  the  free 
exercise  of  human  rights,  which  it  is  our  high 
privilege  yet  to  enjoy,  ‘fit  is  a  foe  to  human 
liberty,  to  ihe  lights  of  conscience,  the  best 
interests  of  men.”  In  proof' of  this,  just  look 
at  some  of  her  recent  acts.  What  else  means 
her  efforts  to  exclude  the  Bible  in  the  common 
version  from  schools-r-her  collecting  and  burn¬ 
ing  that  holy  book,  where  it  had  been  gratu¬ 
itously  distributed  among  theirdestitute  poor, 
who  were  glad  to  receive  it?  What  is  in¬ 
dicated  by  the  recent  bull  of  the  Pope  against 
the  circulation  of  the  word  of  life?  What  is 


the  circulation  of  the  word  of  life?  What 
the  language  of  the  imprisonment  of  the  Abbe 
Maurette  in  France  for  publishing  his  rea¬ 
sons  for  renouncing  the  catholic  and  embrac¬ 
ing  the  protestant  faith?  Why  are  they  con¬ 
structing  so  many  churches  in  this  country, 
“not  with  reference  to  a  defence  of  this  faith 
with  weapons  of  celestial  temper;  but  with  all 
the  Compactness  and  solidity  of  a  fortress  in 
feudal  times?”  When  we  consider  what  this 
church  is  now  doing  in  this  country,  at  the 
Sandwich  aud  Society  Islands,  and  on  ihe  Ga¬ 
boon  river  fin  Africa,  we  see  indubitable  evi¬ 
dence,  that  neither  her  principles,  nor  her 
spirit  has  undergone  any  modification,  which 
should,  in  the  least,  allay  our  fears  from  the 
multiplication  of  her  numbers  arid  the  conse¬ 
quent  extension  of  her  power  among  us. 

Then  look  at  the  amount  ofcorruption  flow¬ 
ing  from  the  press,  the  lying  spirit  which  has 
gone  forth  from  it,  tbe  recklessness  with 
which  private  character  is  assailed.  Many 
of  the  men,  high  fin  office,  it  is  said  without 
contradiction,  are  grossly  profligate.  W  ith¬ 
out  following  them  into  the  haunts  ofdissipa-

themselves  to  him.  They  sought  him,  by 
keeping  days  of  solemn  fasting  and  prayer. — 
This  is  what  we  must  do,  if  we  would  have 
his  favor.  We  must  put  men  in  power  who 
will  acknowledge  God,  and  not  such  as  pro¬ 
fane  his  name  and  trample  on  his  institutions. 

Who  will  doubt,  that  giving  authority  to 
such  men  would  effectually  secure  the  high¬ 
est  prosperity  to  our  country  ?  All  which  is 
necessary,  is  for  the  professed  friends  of 
righteousness  to  unite  and  take  a  decided 
stand.  Let  them  just  say  to  the- leaders  “you 
canriot  have  our  aid,  you  cannot  have  o 
suffrages,  for  any  other  than  righteous  men 
Let  them  follow  the  directions  which  God  has 
given,  and  how  long  before  the  righteous  will 
he  in  authority  ?  But  as  long  as  men,  pro¬ 
fessing  10  be  the  friends  of  righteousness,  will 
lend  their  influence  to  elect  wicked  inen,  they 
will  hear  rule.  But  why  will  not  all  the  v' 
tuous  unite  in  promoting  virtuous  men  to  « 
fine.  Because  they  are  not  suitably  iinprei 
ed*  with  the  truth,  that  “righteousness  exalt-  { 
eth  a  nation.”  They  judge  it  to  be  tr 
portant  to  have  certain  measures  of  national 
policy  pursued,  than  to  have  rulers  possess¬ 
ing  tbe  character  which  God  prescribes. — 
Practically  they  think  it  better  to  put  confi¬ 
dence  in  princes  than  to  trust  in  the  Lord. — 
The  trial  has  been  made  and  we  have  seen 
the  result.  God  has  frowned,  and  the  people 
have  mourned.  Now  jet  them  take  the  other 
course.  Let  them  cast  themselves  on  God, 
and  commit  their  cause  to  him.  Let  no  oth¬ 
er  than  open,  fair,-  honorable,  consistent 
means  be  employed  to  secure  the  election  of 
the  righteous,  and  they  will  untimately  sqc- 
ceed.  For  the  God  of  heaven  will  prosper: 
them.  The  government  would  then  be  under 
divinetlircction.  Its  true  principles  would  be 
carried  into  full  execution.  Ihe  essential 
rights  of  all  would  be  secured.  National  leg¬ 
islation  would  respect  the  great  interests  of 
all,  the  general  welfare  of  the  country.  “The. 
rewards  of  office  would  not  be  claimed  a 
Wages  of  party  strife.”  Equal  justice,  equal 
mercy,  equal  protection,  would  be  extended 
to  all  without  distinction  of  color  or  condition.  | 
Intercourse  with  other  nations  would  be  up¬ 
right,  dignified,  conciliatory,  with  an  undevi¬ 
ating  regard  to  truth  and  righteousness.  We 
should  be  in  no  danger  of  war,  or  any  very 
serious  misunderstanding.

If 
gard  the  declarations  of  the  Bible,  or  tl 
of  all  history,  we  may  he  sure  that  we 
no  other  way,  secure  to  ourselves  the  enjoy-

ages;  and  this  war  has  often  been  called  “a 
strife  about  so  many  acres  of  snow.”  The 
miseries  which  it  occasioned  in  the  interior  of 
Europe  have  been  seldom  equalled;  and  a* 
length  the  Grand  Signior  invited  the  Europe¬ 
an  Ministers  at  his  court  to  hold  a  conference 
and  after  stating  to  them  the  great  abhorrence 
he  felt  at  the  bloody  war  thus  raging  between 
so  many  Christian  nations,  offered  his  media¬ 
tion  for  effecting  a  general  peace.  T  he  offer 
of  the  Mahommedan  peacemaker  w 
eepted,  but  rejected  with  pride  and  scorn,  and 
hostilities  were  continued  until  povert* 
brought  peace. 

This  war  is  represented  by  historians  f 
one  of  the  most  successful  that  England  we 
ever  engaged  in.  One  hundred  ships  of  w« 
were  taken  from  the  enemy  or  destroyed, 
and  nearly  sixty  millions  of  dollars  acquired 
in  prize  money;  but  these  glorious  successes 


cost  the  nation  25(),000  human  beings,  and 
about  $600,000,000!  The  slaughter  of  the 
opponents  and  allies  of  Great  Britian  in  this 
'dreadful  contest  was  little  less  than  800,000

Henry  Clay  once. said :  “What  the  law  de¬ 
clares  to  be  property  is  property.”  This 
sentiment  was  lately  reiterated  by  C.  M..  Clay, 
which  occasioned  the  following  remark  by  the 
Albany  Patriot.  Mr.  Clay .will. see  and  aban¬ 
don  his  error  within  twelve  months  s 

“What  law?  That  of  God,  or  that  of  a 
legislature?  That 'of  nature,  or  that  of  socie¬ 
ty?  If  the  former,  tbe  remark  is  true;  and 
its  converse  is  equally  true,  that  what  God’s 
law  does  not  make  property  is  wq?  property- 
ami  thus  under  this  interpretation  is  slavery 
made  divine,  or  the  slaves  are  not  property. 
And  if  they  are  divinely  ordained  “chattels 
personal,”  then  is  C.  M.  Clay  warring  a- 
gainst  Heaven,  in  attempting  to  emancipate 

them.  On  ihe  -other  hand,  if  that  is  property 
which  legislatures  say,  then  the  principles  of 
right  are  the  will  of  the  people.  Wliutever  a 
body  of  men  called  a  Jegistature  declare  is

with  his  ally  and  friend  Cassius,  be  put  where 
he  would  leave  for  the  future  the  U,  States  in 
repose.  The  only  sure  wav  to  da  this  was  to 
make  him  a  slave,  \>y  an  act  of  theirs  in  legist 
lature  assembled.  So  the  sheriff  should  read 
the  law,  as  follows; 

“lie  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted, 
that  whatever  the  law  says  is  property  is 
property.  That  there  is  nothing  exempt — 
neither  man  or  beast.  That  there  is  no  dis¬ 
tinction  between  them,  but  such  as  ihe  law, 
in  its  good  pleasure,  confers.  That  if  it  sava 
than  is  property,  and  beasts  are  not,  then  man 
is  a  beast,  and  a  beast  is  a  man.  That  tho 
difference  generally  alleged  to  exist  is  absurd, 
both  holding  the  same  natural  level,  aud  only 
to  find  a  different  level  by  the  fiat  of  a  legis¬ 
lature.  That  this  sentiment  being  uttered  by 
Iletlry  Clfiy,  and  his  kinsman  Cassius,  this 
body  does  now  enact,  (and  it  is  hereby  enact¬ 
ed,)  that  the  said  Henry  Clay  and  Cassius  M. 
Clay  he  henceforth  regarded  as  properly,  to 
be  disposed  of  as  such  to  the  highest  bidder, 
for.  the  good  cif  the  State,  and  that  this  act 
take  effect  immediately.” 

“Would  he  not  be  in  a  triangular  fight 

then,  harder  than  the  one  in  which  he  fought 
valiantly,  and  to  no  purpose,  last  fall  ?  There 
stands  the  sheriff  and  his  posse  comitatus.  He 
lays  his  hand  upon  the  shoulder  of  Cassius, 
and  reads  him  the  i,aw.  Cassius’s  eyes 
glare,  his  blind  trembles  as  it  grasps  the  hilt 
of  the  Bow  ie-knife,  and  he  quotes  his  poe¬ 
try— 

“Think  throagh  whom 
Thy  life-hldod  tracks  ils  parent  lake. 

Anil  then  strike  home!” 

and  he  draws  his  knife  against  the  late,  in  tho 
parson  of  the  sheriff,  and  consequently  against 
his  own  principles.  But  the  sheriff  is  too 
quick  for  him.  The  democrats  know  how  to 
make  slaves  of  white  men,  and  how  to  keep 
them  after  they  are  made;  and— cunning 
chaps — they  mean  to  test  Mr.  Cassius’s  prin¬ 
ciples.  So  the  law  strips  him,  mounts  hitnon 
a  block,  and  sells  him  to  the  highest  hidden, 
who  is  a  democrat.  Think  you  he  would  run 
away?  Or  w'ould  he  sink  down  like  a  galley- 
slave,  and  when  honor,  and  manhood,  and 
self-respect,  and  social  regard  demanded  of 
him  that  he  should  assert  his  rights,  would  ho 
whiningly  utter  that  the  law  made  him  prop¬ 
erty,  and  he  should  stay  so?” 


Succinct  History  of  the  Contest  in  Great 
Britain  on  the  Slave-Trade. 

Organized  ami-slavery  effort  in  Great  Brit¬ 
ain,  may  be  dated  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
London  Committee,  in  1787. 

In  1788,  the  first  effort  in  Parliament  on 
slavery  was  made. 

Efforts  wei-q  made  in  1739  and  1790  and 
1791,  but  with  no  prospect  of  success.  'I  he 
question  of  abolition  was  treated  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  as  antislavery  petitions  were  by  our 
Congress,  the  first  few  years  of  the  antislave- 
i-y  strusgle.  In  1791  three  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  persons  refrained  from  sugar  altogether; 
there  was  no  free-laber  sugar  at  that  time. 

In  1792  and  1793  a  simple  resolution  by 
Mr.  Wilberforce  condemning  slavery  was 
lost  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

In  1794,  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Wilberforce 
was  carried  in  the  House  of  Commons,  but 
the  Lords  rejected  it. 

In  1795  and  1796,  the  effort  was  renewed 

and  negatived. 

In  1797,  1798,  Mr.  Wilberforce’s  bill  was 
defeated. 

Nothing  was  done  until  1804,  when  a  bill 
passed  the  House  of  commons,  hut  was  de¬ 
feated  by  the  Lords. 

In  1805,  it  was  renewed  and  lost. 

In  1806,  the  bill  passed  both  houses. 

Here  was  a  struggle  for  eighteen  years 
merely  to  obtain  parliament  to  consent  “that 
tbe  trade  carried  on  by  British  subjects  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  slaves  on  the  coast 
of  Africa  ought  to  be  abolished.”  It  was 
negatived  and  barred  out  of  the  House  of 
Commons  seventeen  times  and  admitted  twice. 
It  was  admitted  into  the  House  of  Lords  but 
once.  In  1806  (10th  June)  Mr.  Fox  moved 
“that  the  House,  considering  the  slave  trade 
to  be  contrary  to  the  principles  of  justice,  hu¬ 
manity  and  policy,  will  with  all  practicable 
expedition  take  effective  measures  for  its  ab¬ 
olition.”  Carried  by  114  to  15  in  tbe  Com¬ 
mons,  41  to  twenty  in  the  Lords. 

In  1807,  Lord  Granville  brought  into  tho 

House  of  Lords,  “A  bill  for  the  abolition  of 

the  slave  trade.”  •  Passed  by  100  to  36,  twd 
in  Commons  by  288  to  16.

That  though  the  letter  of  the  consti¬ 
tution  apparently  favors  such  absurdities  as 
liberty  and  human  rights,  it  is  accompunied 
with  certain  “guaranties”  in  favor  of  murder, 
rape,  robbery,  and  every  variety  of  vio¬ 
lence,  and  that  these  “guaranties,”  being  no 
where  written,  shall  in  all  cases  be  ex¬ 
pounded  by  the  slaveholders,  for  whose  benefit 
they  are  said  to  have  been  made;  and 

6th.  That  the  non-slaveholders  are  bound 
to  pay  for  the  support  of  the  peculiar  institu¬ 
tion. — la.

Tho  Great  Convention. 


There  is  every  probability  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  friends  of  Liberty  for  the  West 
and  South,  to  be  held  next  June,  at  Cincinna¬ 
ti,  will  be  one  of  the  largest  conventions  of 
any  kind,  ever  held  in  this  city.

The  Count  invited  the 
King  of  Spain  to  visit  his  Mexican  'Territo¬ 
ries,  assuring  him  that  the  hoofs  of  his  majes¬ 
ty’s  horse  should  touch  nothing  but  solid  sil¬ 
ver  from  Vera  Cruz  to  the  capital.  This 
might  be  a  bravado,  but  a  more  certain  proof 
of  his  wealth  exists  in  the  fact  that  he  caused 
two  ships  of  the  line  of  the  largest  size,  to  be 
constructed  at  Havana,  at  his  own  expense 
made  of  mahogany  and  cedar,  and  presented 
them  to  the  King.

Comstauk  begun  with  no¬ 
thin",  but  by  crowding  his  patent  medicines, 
has  been  able  to  purchase  one  of  the  finest 
bouses  in  Union  Place,  anil  gives  magnificent 
soirees,  suppers,  &c.  Moffat,  adding  bitters 
to  pills,  has  run  up  a  handsome  fortune  of 
nearly  $300,000.  Sherman,  taking  the  loz¬ 
enge  line,  has  emerged  from  his  little  shop  in 
Nassau  street,  into  a  buyer  of  lots  and  houses 
by  the  wholesale.  I  need  not  mention  Swaim, 
of  Philadelphia,  who  by  pouring  his  panacea 
into  people’s  stomachs,  can  afford  to  buy  a 
single  head  pearl  for  his  daughter  worth  #20, 
000— to  prove  that  we  are  a  pilUonting  and 
bitters-drinking  people. 


Massachusetts  has  not  advanced  in  support 
of  the  principles  of  freedom  except  within  her 
own  jurisdiction,  and  to  that  she  has  been 
pressed  by  the  abolitionists,  as  is  admitted  by 
her  influential  presses.

The  letter  states  that 
young  Matthews  had  been  left  in  charge  of 
the  farm;  that  he  gave  an  order  to  the  ser¬ 
vant,  which  was  disobeyed,  when  he  proceed¬ 
ed  to  the  house,  obtained  a  gun,  and,  return¬ 
ing,  shot  the  servant.  He  immediately,  the 
letter  continues,  fled  to  his  father’s  residence, 
where  he  still  remains,  unmolested.
